VOLUNTEERS MUST WAIT, 


The President Will Not Call for 


More Soldiers at Present. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—Tha presi- 


dent ii being urged to call again for vol- 
unteers. Senators and representatives 
have advised him to permit at least 75,000 
mote to enter tbe service. Governors of 
states have written blm ot the pieisnre 
upon them to accept thousands who want 
to enlist. 
Delegations have come to 


Washington to offer whole regiments 
which have been raised outside of the 
militia, bnt which cannot get in because 
quotas are fall. 
To these urgent tenders 


the president has replied that he cannot 
take any more volunteers just at present, 
but that the government may have need 
ot more soon. Ibis ia the basis for tbo 
reports that a call for 75,000 men is about 
to be issued. The faot is, as stated with- 
out reservation at tbe white house, that 
no call has been prepared and that none 
is in itnrrediate contemplation. Secretary 
Alger was seen and told of the tumor. 


"I had not hoard of it," ho said. "We 


have got men onongh for the present," 
he added. "The tronMe is to get them to 
work." 


Adjutant General Corbin, who has the 


thousand and one details ot tbe mobiliza- 
tion, threw np bis hands when told that 
it was reported a call would be issued for 
78,000 more volunteers. B> said he had 
not heard a word about it 
He looked 


his hope that there would not be another 
call until he had these 125,000 clothed 
and equipped. 


More Colored Troops. 


The president has expressed bii desire 


for more colored troops. If he can see 
tho way to add to the volunteers two or 
three brigades of colored troops be will 
do so. He feels that there will be lees 
danger froui the tropical climate witb 
colored troops in Cuba during tho sum- 
mer. If any additional call ia issued it 
will probably take 
into account this 


desired feature in souie way. 


The president 's military advisers favor 


a call for 75,000 additional volunteers. 
They argue it will be worth all it will 
cost as an object leson to Europe to bavo 
a quarter of a million soldiers called ont 
and put in tho Held, fully equipped, in a 
couple of months.

Misrule in the Philippines. 


Chicago Rejord: Tbe rebellion in tbe 


Philippines which brake oat In Juij, 
1896, was caused by tbe rapacity of the 
Spanish rulers !rom the governor general 
down to tbe lowest aealde. For genera- 
tions the people of the archipelago had 
borne submissively tbe oppression of their 
foreign overlords. 


Consideration of the causes tbat led up 


to this revolt reveals many serious ques- 
tions with which tbe United States mnst 
deal in governing tbe Islands. Taxation 
has been carried to a point of starvation 
for tbe natives. Every man and woman, 
Irrespective of condition, is 'annually 
taxed 10 petetas, wbiob sum Is equal to 
about $2. If an individnal has employ- 
ment he is subject to a farther tax of 35 
pesetas, and a license is exacted frcra 
every person who trades in any manner 
of merobandise.even if bis whole business 
does not exceed the sale of a few betel 
nuts, a basket of mangoes or a bunoh of 
bananas. 
The native land owners are 


impoverished by tbe taxes,and share none 
of the profit of the half breed Chinese 
traders, who boy the crops of rice and 
sugarcane standing in tbe fields and sell 
them in turn to the rioh exporting bouses 
at Manila. 


No one escapes the tax collector, for the 


enetgy of the governor general is perni- 
ciously stimulated by the fact tbat he 
receives a proportion of all the taxes 
collected. Added to these abuses is the 
exasperation of a notoriously corrupt and 
despotic clergy, grown enormously rioh 
through the favor of the authorities, to 
whom it pays no tax on its immense 
farms. 
Witbin 
comparatively 
recent 


years the introduction of masonic lodge« 
into the archipelago has given tbe natives 
• means of secret meeting_for airing their 
grievances 
without 
fear of betrayal. 


These institutions have grown greatly io 
number and in members. In Cavite, 
the principal seat of tba rebellion, there 
are said to be 30 lodges, 10 tp 20 in Pam- 
panga, Lagnn» and Buiaoan, and at least 
one in each of the other provinces.

effort to suppress, even to 


exterminate, then orders. Tbe members 
were imprisoned, deported or executed, 
but even the cruelty of General Blanco, 
then governor of the Philippines, did not 
meet the demands of the Spaniard*, and 
be was reoallad. Under peremptory order 
of the Spanish government 400 Freema- 
sons were summarily tried and deported 
to the penal colonies of tbe Caroline and 
Marianne Islands; Rizal, now venerated 
•• a martyr to the native cause, was 
treacherously killed, and In desperation 
the people were driven to the protection 
of open rebellion.

Spain tbat generals disaffected by chang- 
ing po'i tics are tent to make or remake 
tbelr fortunes in tbe colonisr, and »tnrn- 
Ing with riches out of all proportion to 
the emolument!! of their offices, no one is 
Indlscraet enough to question the source 
of tlelr riches. All minor places In the 
oolonlal government are filled by favorites 
of tbe mlnlkters, and no native ig ever 
allowed to share in tbe feast of this offi- 
cial corruption. Every change in minis- 
try la looked upon io the Philippines, 
therefore, as tbe batching of a brood of 
birds of prey who must fatten on tbe 
oppression of the people. 


Briefly, than an the grievances the 


people of ths Philippines sought to avenge, 
when they were driven to open rebellion 
by cruel persecution. They suggest grave 
questions the United States most consider 
la the government of the islands, with 
Itair mlxtsr. of different nationalities 
and hotiile tattoos.

Gladstone fourth son of Sir John Glad- 
stone, Bart, of Fasqne, In Kinoardine- 
shire, was born December 39, 3809, at 
Liverpool, where his father bad gained 
wealth through West Indian trade. 


Gladstone was educated at Eaton, and 


at Chilst'f 
Church College, Oxford, 


where he graduated with a "double flrit" 
degree in 1881. 


He planned to enter the Church of 


England but his father adviMd him not 
to, and In 1832 he began his political 
career by entering the house of commons 
as the member from tbe borongh of 
Newark. 


He beld the post of lord of tbe treasury 


and under secretary for the colonies under 
the Peel government for a few months In 
1835. 


In 1838 he Issued his first book: "The 


State In Its Bleat Ion With the Church." 
ID Ml he became vloe president of the 
board of trade, under Peel, and In 1843 
president. 


In that capacity he worked with Peel in 


bringing about tbe famous" repeal of the 
corn laws. 
In 18-16 he was 'the snoces- 


«or of the Earl of Derby ta colonial secre- 
tary. He did muoh to bring abcut free 
trade. In to laboring be won the enmity 
of tbe Duke of Newcastle, who refused to 
suction hla return from the borongh of 
Newark to the bouse. 


But in 1347 he re-entered political life 


as the member cf parliament from Ox- 
ford, which seat he held for 18 years. In 
1859 he became chancellor of tbe excheq- 
uer, under the Earl of Aberdeen. 


That was bli political torning point. 


Before that he bad been a tory, afterward 
be was g liberal. 


In 1857 he brought almost tbe downfall 


of Lord Palmerston and tbe dissolution of 
parliament by a damaging speech on Cob- 
den's motion condemnatory 
of Sir John 


Bowring'a proceeding* in China. The 
next jrear he journeyed to tbe Ionian 
Isles, and soon brought out bis book, 
"Homer and the Homeric Age." 


In the second Palmenton admlnlmtlon 


be resumed tbe chancellorship of tbe ex- 


chequer. In 1861 be succeeded in repeal- 
Ing the paper duty. In 1866 be was the 
recognized leader of the bouse. 


His Notable Acts. 


Gladstone, from 1869 to 1874, was 


largely Instrumental in disestablishing 
the Irish church; In carrying the Irish 
land bill; In abolishing the purchase of 
places ID the army; the carrying of tbe 
ballot bill and the negotiation of tbe Ala- 
bama claims. 


In 1875 he retired from tbe formal lead- 


ership of the home. He urged the coer- 
cion of the Turk by tbe combined force of 
the European powers after tbe Bulgarian 
cruelties of 1876. 


Prime Minister. 


In 1880 he was made prime minister of 


England. His leadership was marked by 
great activity in Africa, tbe 'east Egypt, 
i>s well as In Ireland. There he labored 
to check the agrarian disputes. Tbe 
coercion bill of 1881 ultimately acted as a 
conciliatory measure. 


Power of Oratory. 


Even enemies admit Gladstone bad a 


marvelous gift of oratory. He could im- 
pale a whole policy with an epithet. He 
could dazzle the house of commons with 
a paradox. He could throw ridicule on a 
poltioal p irty by two or three happy and 
reckless adjectives. Gladstone was espe- 
cially brilliant In statement. He could 
give an exposition of figures the fascina- 
tion of a romance or a poem. Gladstone 
never could be, under aay possible condi- 
tions, a dull speaker. 


Rivals. 


The long continued and Intense rivalry 


between Gladstone and Bier sell was well 
known. In every important debate the 
man 'answered the other. Disraeli fol- 
lowed Gladstone or Gladstone followed 
Disraeli. It was not unlike the rivalry 
between Fox and Pitt, for it was a rivalry 
of temperament and character as well as 
of public position and political principle. 
Gladstone and Disraeli seemed formed by 
nature to be antagonists. In character, 
in temper, in tastes and In style of speak- 
ing the men were utterly unlike each 
other. 


McCarthy on Gladstone. 


Tbe great writer and historian Mc- 
lartby says: "I do not know whether 
English parliamentary history records 
greater doings of any man. In different 
paths of political work othei men have 
been as great as be. So far as one ean 
judge by tbe writings of contemporaries, 
there may have been orators and debaters 
in parliament equal to him. Probably 
Fox was bis equal in parliamentary de- 
bate. The younger Pitt wa« probably bis 
equal In the statelier forms of declama- 
tion. But Dot Fox nor Chatham nor 
William Pitt had anything like Mr. Glad- 
stone's capacity for constructive legisla- 
tion, and the resources ot information 
possessed by Fox or Chatham or Pitt 
were poor Indeed when compared with 
that storehouse of knowledge which sup- 
plied Mr. Gladstone's intellectual capa- 
city." 


Married Life. 


He went a-woolng, and In 1839 Glad- 


stone married the daughter of Sir Steven 
Glynne of Hawarden Castle. On the 
death of tbe baronet the castle passed to 
bis daughter and thus eventually became 
one of the Imperishable names in English 
oral 
nomenclature. 
"No 
marriage 


could have been happier," says the his- 
torian, MoCarthj. "Tbe pair were young 
together, became mature together and 
grow old together. I do not meiely mean 
to say that they poised tbeir lives in tbe 
same dwelling, but what I do mean to 
say Is that they were Always thoroughly 
together In purpose and^ln spirit, In heart 
and In soul. There never could have 
been a wife more absolutely devoted to 
her husband and bis iause than Mrs. 
Gladstone."

plantations and negroes.

the product. A r^li farmer would no 
rai«e corn or wlieatmthosedays. Wes 
ton nas an aristocratic town. It wa 
the home of Col. ,T)m Burnes' after 
wards the millionaire Chesterfieldia 
congressman of that district,

member of the lower house w ho cha! 
lenged the richest senator in his lavis 
entertainments. 


"We=ton vas also the home of th 


t)oniphans, famed as pioneer railroa 
men; of Gen. Ben Stringfellow, geru'u 
and «it; of Gen. II.

Chief Justice Tanej ; of Sam Gilbert 
i\ ho for a quarter of a centurj was th 
hope of the party of the state, but who 
for some reason, disappointed every 
body.

Weston be 
lieted that the construction of i 
roads meant the freedom of the nigger 
It was this which made St. Joseph 
Tnat tow n was the new blood of 1'latt 
villej. 
It became the head of na^i 


gation. Trat made Weston mad. Oc 
casionallj a Weston family would mov' 
to St. Joseph, but it had to be don 
^ery quietly, and it, meant the ruptur 
of social ties. I heard the postmaste 
of Weston say that he. rarely had occa 
sion to make up a mail for St. Joseph. 


"The hatred of the fathers and moth 


ers of the t\\o town;, descended to thei 
children. It continued until finally thj 
Wesson bcjs sent word to St. Josepi 
that they were coming up to clean on 
the town. 
And on the day fixed a 


crown of 100 left Weston, on fool 
armed with, ciubs and slung-shots.

It soon overshad 
owed Weston commercially, socially 
and politically.

magnates rernov ed to 9t. Joseph. Whet- 
one of them did, and afterward became 
la office seeker, the Weston feud fol- 
lowed him, and where it could defeated 
the aspirant. The feud crept into po- 
litical conventions, and, of collide, into 
the chureh. 


'When Kansas City and Leavenworth 


jecame rivals of St. Joseph Weston 
.brew its influence to both. Although 
Missouri regarded every Kansas man 


ith suspicion, the people of Weston 


pieferred to trade with Kansas rather 
ban St. Joseph, in spite of a difference 
n favor of St. Joseph's prices, 
"Col. Jim liurnes w as about the last 


>roruinent man to leave Weston. Ho 
sesitated between St. Joseph and Atch- 
son. But he had political ambition, 
and he went <o St. Joseph. 
Burnea 


was a born diplomat. He always played 
o capture his enemy, and I never knew 
ilm to fail. But it took him ten years 
o lire down the hatred of has old town, 
which vias engendered because of his 
removal to St. Joseph. But with the 
death of Col. Burnes the old feud was 
orever settled. His son was elected to 
congress to fill tie vacancy caused by 
he colonel's death. And that was done 
nit of respect to the father.

lown oil South Fourth street and hunt 
Ihe matter out for out selves. Once up 
in the room nbere are shown the goods 
Spain has to dispose of, it takeb scant 
time to decide that we can manage to 
worry along with none of her products 
at a pinch. First, there's a tall fiber 
called raniio; we don't import a dol- 
lar's worth. Then a Kind of crebs from 
which ropes and hammocks are made, 
and a palm fiber w hich ib converted into 
fans. SaboU, too, and 17 borts of wood, 
some for dyeing purposes, but the sort 
that counts mobt is cork oak, and the 
part of the bark that makes the best 
corks is right here in full view. We 
ha\e corks from Spain to the value of 
$130,659 a year. 
Sounds convivial, 


doesn't it? Wines make a pretty thow- 
ing, there being any numberof vintages, 
with sherry and nmlnga, of course, lead- 
ing. 
Olive oil, too, in every sort of bot- 


tle, and armis in every state. 


Licorice is the star importation. 
AVe 


art insatiate licorice consumers, it 
Beams, and here one sees licorice tied 
up in bundles of fag-g-ots and also in 
black piTls of various shapes. There 
are nuts, too; almonds and hazel nuts 
of four varieties. 
The pine fruit looks 


like onions. There's St. John's bread, 
sesame, garbanzos—these are to Spain 
what beans are to Boston, though 
they're said to taste more like hard peas 
not well cooked—maccaroni, corn and 
sardines. We could get along without 
these; it's only the corks that would 
bother us. The cork oak flourishes in 
Catalania and Genoa, Dr. Wiederlein 
says, though we could probably get 
them in Morocco and Algiers. To come 
down to figures, we import from the 
!and of Isabella about $4,000,000 a year; 
fruits to the amount of $1,400,000; 
wines, $300,000, and you'll be glad to 
know that a good part cf the Bordeaux 
over which lips are smacked is in reali- 
ty Spanish wine; iron ore, $300,000, and 
chemicals, including drugs and licorice, 
$500,000. 


As for Spain, that far-away land in 


which are situated the castles of so 
many of us, she is one of the countries 
not dependent on us for food products. 
Altogether these food products amount 
to only about $100,000. As for st.-ues 
and headings for tlui'.e endless casks of 
wine, the lack of these might worry 
her; however, she could get them at 
second hand from the other Kuropean 
countries. 
If figures interest you, 


rou'll like to know that we export to 
Spain to th« value of $11,000,000, and 
of this $80,000 is breadstuffs, $35,000 
chemicals, $8,739,000 manufactured cot- 
tou, $088,000 tobacco, $004,000 oil (min- 
eral), and shocks, staves and headings, 
$350,000, which leaves very little for 
,he other exports. As Mr. Macfarland 
jointed out, Spain could get the cotton 
from Egypt and India and the oil from 
Russia. 


The land of the youthful King Al- 


fonso doesn't invite our trade, the 
chief 
obstacle being the excessive 


freight lates and the lack of direct 
steamship lines. The Spaniards have 
trade 
conventions 
with 
England, 


France and German}-, but not with us, 
except as to Cuba, which puts us at a 
disadvantage. 
They only take direct 


cotton, petroleum, staves, lumber and 
an occasional cargo of wheat in case of 
i short harvest. 
Spanish merchants 


know little of us. Our salesmen never 
visit them, and, though in many cases 
their goods are much inferior, they do1 
not let it annoy them. One of the con- 
suls, in interviewing a hardware mer- 
chant (a peculiarly broad and pro- 
gressive one), learned that he kept 
American chisels, saws, files, hammers, 
ocks and keys, which he bought in 
flamburg. He kept them because they 
were the best, though high priced, and 
even went so far as to say that, if the 
conditions were the same, he would 
juy them here. So, yen see, in case 
dread war should come, neither country 
loasts any product the other could not 
do without.—Philadelphia Record.
